land and hold all the offices, although in an overwhelming minority, 
they ‘‘bit off more than they could chew”’ as is now becoming daily 
more evident. The Home Rule question has sunk into insignificance 
besides the greater and more’ important issues of a change in the 
army, and the establishment of federal government on the plan of the 
United States and Germany. i 

The new program proposes Home Rule for each of the nation- 
alities composing the British Empore, including Ireland, Scotland and 
Wales, as well as England, and a federal parliment to deal with in- 
ternational affairs. Of course just what form that plan will take 
in detail has not been worked out, but undoubtedly one of the 
features will be the abolishment of the present House of Lords and 
the election of an upper house as in this country by popular vote. 

The government has already announced that it wishes to do 
away with plural voting, and of course when the franchise is next 
extended it will be given to all the men if not all the women in the 
Kingdom, regardless of their own property or not. That in itself 
would mean the practical loss of power by the Lords, but when the 
hereditary right to sit as legislators is taken away also the aristo- 
cracy, like that of France will be nothing more than a name. 

It is evident that it is the purpose of the government to reor- 
ganize the army so that the officers will not all be aristocrats and 
members of the wealthy and aristocratic families. The commands 
will be apen to all, and the army will be thoroughly democratized. 
That will be another curtailment of the power of the aristocratic 
nobility and of course indirectly will be a blow at the throne, be- 
cause no throne can stand without an aristocracy, and the weaken- 
ing of one is the weakening of the other. 

Aristocracies have lived without monarchies, as in old Rome, 
Venice and other nations of history, but never has there been a 
throne without an aristocracy. The Ulsterites, therefore, by their 
impetuosity and bullheadedness have begun the dissolution of the 
entire present system of government and the officers of the army, 
by ‘threatening to resign, have pulled down their own class, like a 
house, about their ears. oN more startling result of political blind- 

« ness has ever been seen in history. 

Under the plan of a federal Parliament, with representatives 
from all the nations under the British crown, it may be possible to 
keep the Empire together for many years to come. If something 
of the kind is not done. however, it is evident that. the growing 
troubles in India will result in a dismemberment of the Empire, 
because the white residents of this coast north of the international 
line are no more anxious to have the East Indians flood their country 
than are those south of the international boundary, and vet it is 
hard to keep one class of subjects from going where they please 
within the Empire itself. 

It is possible that Africa may become the scenes of the new 
migration of the Aryian people, nad that in that way America may 
be saved from the inevitable struggle and trouble that will follow 
if the floodgates are not put up and East Indians are allowed to 
come here freely. It is said that the negro is dying out in Africa 
and that the progress of civilization, the suppressing of wars and 
slavery, instead of encouraging the negro to increase and multiply, 
has just the opposite effect. The negro is not fitted in any large 
numbers for civilization, and those e¢onditions which, according 
to the white man’s theory, should make for his happiness and prog- 
ress, have just the opposite effect. 

Just as in this country, the Chinaman was imported to build 
the railroads and has remained a danger ever since, so the big cor- 
porations are importing East Indians into Afriea, with the result 
that they are flooding the country, and by mere foree of numbers 
will control it eventually if their coming is not stopped. But how 
ean the British government stop them? Perhaps a federal parlia- 
ment may be able to solve that problem; but judging by the diffi- 
culty that we have in this country to have one section understand 
and appreciate the point of view of another, the outlook is” not 
‘encouraging and a federal parliament. will probably find that the 
‘only solution is to let the Indian go in peace. That would create 
new world problems in which the United States would be vitally 
interested, so that the passing events in the British Isles are not of 
mere sentimental or academic interest to the United States. They 
mean much more. They mean political changes that concern, us only 
@ little less intimately than do our own affairs.

To mention but one possibly small feature, and yet a very im- 
portant and annoying one, as matters are now. There is no number 
| of the various lines, and at night, especially, when there is a blinding 
light in front of the cars, it is impossible to tell in Oakland which 
car you want as one approaches and consequently it is necessary 
to rush out in the middle of the street, dodging automobiles and 
other vehicles, and perhaps when after all your effort the car stops, 
you discover that you have the wrong car and the result is annoying, 
if nothing more, to all parties concerned. The simple expedient of 
putting numbers on the carsy as is done in San Francisco, would 
obviate all that danger and trouble. 

Again, the street cars on this side of the bay, for some inseru- 
table reason, stop on exactly the opposite side of the street from the 
one upon which they stop in San Franciseo and every other town 
with street ears in the state. The annoying feature of that fact is all 
the greater when it is recollected that ~most of the people who use 
the Alameda systems are cowtinually going across the bay to San 
Francisco and that as a result they are naturally making many mis- 
takes they would not make if the car system on.this side was run 
as it should be. The annoyance in that matter will be all the greater 
next year, when there will be thousands of strangers using the sys- 
tems on both sides of the bay and continually crossing and recrossing 
from one side to the other. 

There is a great deal of work that the Sequoia Club ean do in 
remedying the inferior system of car service Richmond now labors 
under, and we trust it will get busy and see what can be done with- 


out any unnecessary delay.

THE PLAN FOR A NEW CHARTER. : 


The all important question here in Richmond today is to reform 
the city government. We are-not, be it clearly understood, dis- 
cussing any particular individual, or his faults or shortcomings. We 
are discussing the general proposition that the city government, as 
the mayor has well pointed out, is unsatisfactory and needs chang- 
ing, so that the taxpayers and citizens of Richmond may get all that 
they are paying for. 

The first requisite of any government is competency, and it 
must be a self-evident fact that competency can only come with the 
management of affairs by competent men, who give their whole 
time to the subject. That no man can do, of course, unless he is paid 
for his services, and therefore the first proposition is to pay the 
directors of the corporation known as the city of Richmond. 

It has been suggested that the council should appoint various 
committees of city organizations, such as the Labor Council, the 
women’s clubs, ete., to meet and discuss a new charter or amend- 
ments to the existing charter. For obvious reasons that plan is not 
a good one. The committees selected by the present council would 
not, no matter how wisely and honestly chosen, have the force and 
influence behind them that would belong to a convention of free- 
holders electe1 and selected by the people at an election. 

This is a democracy. This is, or should be, a government of 
the people, for the people and by the people, and any scheme, how- 
ever well intended, that would deprive the people of the right to 
say how they want to be governed in the very nature of things would 
be unsatisfactory. Even if the government evolved by the selected 
committee were ideal, the people would never fegl the confidence in 
it that they would feel in a government that was selected by them- 
selves. We stand, therefore, first of all for a publicly and openly 
selected convention of freeholders, and let them frame the charter. 

Let the mayor call a mass mevting and that mass meeting can 
take the preliminary steps towards holding an election for the choice 
of the freeholders. It will then not be possible to say that there was 
any scheme or effort to deprive the people of their just rights, and 
when the convention has met and is busy dehberating upon the form 
of government, the particular form of government, whether by com- 
missioners, or by manager, or by a city council, @an be diseussed and 
decided. The people will then have a chance to be heard and_ to 
make their wishes felt. That is the only open, fair and equitable 
way to carry out the program for a new city government, and we | 
shall be glad to see the initiative steps taken as soon as possible. 


THE WATER QUESTION 


While good water is the most essential element to the success 
and health of a community, we should go slowly in finally settling 


upon the very best system for us to follow. The Sacramento River 


water is all right if it is filtered and kept pure, but those two requisites 
should be assured before the supply for Richmond is definitely se- 


cured from the big river. The idea of using wells is good from some 


standpoints and bad from others. Artisan water is all right if the 
supply comes from safe locations, but the danger with artisan wells 
in a country as thoroughly settled up as this one is today that the 
source of supply or the route by which the water reaches the artisan 
well may become contaminated and that of course effects the whole 
stream. Artisan water is simply water that flows from a reservoir 
established by ature on some neighboring mountain or hill, and 
which flows through nature’s water pipes into the well. If the 
place of supply be where it can become contaminated, of course 
artisan is no better and can be just as bad as any other water. The 
truth is that no water supplied to a city should be served without 
filtering and the city should have a filtering plant under and all 
circumstances if it would have water such as it really should 
demand. 

The experiment with filters should be a matter of general interest 
to the citizens of Richmond and we urge everyone to go and see the 
exhibition when it is placed two weeks from now at the Postoffice It 
is a matter that vitally interests everyone, and all should show their 
interest so that when the subject comes up for public’ approval every 
one will understand all the discussions that will take place and will 
be able to vote intelligently on the subject. The time to do your 
kicking is now, not after the plant is installed. Then it is too late, 
and the money has been spent.

HIS SIDE OF 
ARGUMENT 


The undersigned presented the 
petition of the contractors of Rich- 
mond to the schoo! board, requesting 
that James T. Narbett be not em- 


ployed to do any of the wofk on the 
proposed school buildings, and was 
assured by the board that up to that 
time they, the board, had not em- 
ployed Narbett in any capacity what- 
ever, and that they would give the 
petition due consideration. 


In his statement published in the 
Record-Herald, Narbett says in part: 

“In the heading of the petition it 
is stated that it has been understood 
that I was to be employed to design 
the new school buildings or to act in | 
the capacity of architectural adviser. 
This is an erroneous statement, as I} 
have had no such promises from the | 
school board or any member thereof. 
I was employed by the board to pre- | 
pare tentative plans upon which the} 
cost of the several buildings 
jected could be based and I was given 
to understand that I was to be paid | 
for the work.” 

Mr. Helms stated to me the night 
I presented the petition that they 
had not considered any one’s plans| 
up to that.date. Mr. Helms stated to 
me this afternoon im the presence of 
witnesses that they had practically 
let the job of preparing plans for the 
modification of the Fairmont school 
building to Narbett before the peti- 
tion was submitted. 

In his letter to the Chico Record of 
April 3, Narbett states in part: 

“Since the petition was filed I re- 
ceived one school building and feel 
that I stand an equal chance with all 
others in competition. The school 
board and W. T. Helms, superintend- 
ent of schools, informed me that the 
petition was without foundation and 
would be utterly ignored. Here in 
Richmond the publicity given the 
petition has proved one of the best 
boosts I could have received and has 
elevated me in the eyes of right- 
thinking people; but before the peo- 
ple of the city I love best (Chico) and 
a city I may again return to in a few 
years, it may cause a wrong impres- 
sion.’’ 

Mr. Helms stated to me that Nar- 
bett had prepared plans for the re- 
pair work on the Fairmont school 
building, which work would cost $14,- 
000, this amount to be expended for 
repairs only on four rooms, on a 
building which cost less than $16,000 
originally. Now, Mr. Taxpayer, does 
this look like a reasonable proposi- 
tion to you? Will this help to ex- 
plain to you why thirty-eight men 
engaged in the building business 
signed the petition submitted to the 
school board? 

This leaves but $136,000 of the 
school bond money. At this rate it 
looks doubtful to me if there will be 
sufficient money to pay for the repair 
work contemplated and nothing for 
the new buildings and Mr. James T. 
Narbett to take back to the city he 
loves, Chico.

petition, signed by 500 people, was 
to be sent to the State Railroad Com- 
mission in an effort to force the trac- 
tion company to do as the people of 
Pullman wish. He exclaimed: “The 
Oakland Traction Company is not 


violating the terms of its franchise, 


by running its line on a private right 
of way through Pullman.” He con- 
tinued: 

“The people who own property in 
Pullman have as many rights as the 
people anywhere in the city, and they 
intend to stand by their guns and see 
that these rights are given them. The 
street (Pullman avenue) is now in 
poor condition, and is a disgrace to 
this city. People coming from Oak- 
land and San Francisco must enter 
through Pullman, and why should the 
gateway be in a disgraceful condi- 
tion?’’ 

Brown answered by saying that 
his company would do the Pullman 
avenue work as soon as_ possible, 
which would be in the near future. 

Holliday again jumped to his feet 
and made a few heated remarks. 

He was followed by Mayor Lude- 
wig and Councilman Follett, who 
argued to let well enough alone, and 
get what concessions were possible, 
as long as the company was willing 
to grant them. 

Ludewig summed up his viewpoint 
when he said: 

“If we antagonize the traction 
company we may get nothing. If we 
do as they ask now, we will get our 
principal thoroughfare double tracked 
immediately. Besides we have the 
verbal promise to attend to the Pull- 
man matter in near future. If the res- 
idents of Pullman are going to peti- 
tion the Railraod Commission on the 
matter they may not get what they 
want through that channel, and as 
soon as they want it. We get noth- 
ing if we fight.” 

Then the matter was put to a vote
